THE WOVERNMENT AND THE 
* PERMANENT COMMITTEE. 
‘THE COMMETTEX’s REPLY. 

The Permanent Coromitteo’sat tilt a late 
hour thie afternoon, discussing tha reply to 
bo cont tothe Government with regard to 
the Lai-chi-kok Hospital. The following is 
a draft of the reply :— 

Permanent Committes Sanitary Board, 
6th July, T8986. 

Sir,--The Permanent Gummittee have 
the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter No. 1146 of the 3rd July in 
reply to their communication of the pré- 
vious day on the anbject of the removal of 
theseok tothe Chincse plague hospital at 
Lai-ohi-kok. 


‘The Committes apologiae for the delay in} 


anaworing this letter, but it was only ra- 
ceived by the Chairman between 6 and 6 
o'clock in the evoning of the 3rd, after the 
olosa of the meeting of tho Committes on 
that dey. It only came: up, therefore, fur 
consideration at their meeting on tho 4b 
instant, when it was fay discussed, and 
instructions were given for the preparation 
of a reply; and the drafting of that roply 
has bown delayed by the fact that the 
Chairman bas boea engaged in the Supromo 
Qourt in an important case for the laat two 
days and has beon unable to give the re- 
quiaite time and attention to it. 

The Cummittes beg moat respectfully to 
submit fur His Excollency’s consideration 
that tho question is not one to be decided 
simply from a consideration of -tho state 
and condition of the Lai-chi-kuk Hospital 
in itelf, The Hospital might be, in its 
situation and internal nrrapgements, every- 
thing that 9 hospital onght to be, so that, 
so fat as the comfort and safety of the 
patients sant thero wae canderned, there 
could be no possible objection to it. The 
question is a lorger one—how will it 
operate on the general safoty of the 
healthy portion of the community of 
Hongkong and on the interests of the 
Colony generally to send to Lai-chi-kuk 
{eo a small building, only ,snitable 
‘or about 70 patients at most, and at such 
short distance from Colonial waters) all the 
plague patients from Yeu-ms-ti an 
Y ungkong, in addition to the numbers now 
pouring in there from Knaloon City, Sam- 
abui-po, and the neighbouring Chineso 
villages. . 

Now, the Pormanent Cummittes beg to 
point ont to His ‘Excellency chat when 
Surgeon-Major James and Captain Super. 
intended May examined and reported on 
the hospital at Lni-chi-kok, the lattor 
queation wasnet before thoir minda 5 and 
their report, however favourable, hed ao 
bearing on thesubyect of the fitness or other- 
wise of the place fur Hengkong patients. 
If there was anything favourable in their 
Teport it was simply uecause the place had 
been only three days opened, contained 
only 45 yaticnte or thereabuuta, and wes 
new and comparatively clean. They oren 
then called serious attention to the absence 
uf alf provisiun for disinfeotinn, and to the 


manner in which the dead were being 
buried 

Since that report waa aent in, the placo 
has been closely watched and fra- 
quently _ visited, and daily returns of 
sick ond dead obtained and coneider- 
ed. The Committee anvox a copy of a 
report from the Captaio Superintendent 
of the 4th inst , asaffurdiag the Latest infor~ 
tation aa to the etate and condition, and call 
attention to hia statement as to the want of 
beda, of disinfectants of any kind, and of 
medicines, gud to the condition of the 
eemetery and to tho mcthuds of burial, 
The Hospital is at present manilestly 
an unfit plece to send the sick to, if 
only the gulety and comfort gf the in- 
dividual ia to be looked te and his 
chances of recovery; but the Committee 
ignore that. ‘They look only to the danger 
arising to the community in general from 
the existence of this Huspital as at present 
managed, and to the very grave additional 
danger if all the plague pationts fram Hong- 
Long ore allawed to go there, The place 
ia now a public danger because of the entire 
absence of disinfeotants, and of all sanitary 
precautions to prevent the spread of the 
disease, because of the unobecked flow of 
visitora from Kowloon City, Sham shai Po 
and surrounding villages either with friends 
or ta visit friends, If the Hongkong 
sick ate to go there thie stream will 
be trebled, quedrupled, by the floud 
of ‘visitore from . Hongkong, aud there 
will be a vast inoreage of rivk of intec. 
tion trom the increase io the number of 
patients in ao small a place. Every visiter 
from Hongkong will bring back the pos~ 
sibility at leaat of contagion or infection. 
All the cfforts made by the Committee 
sinee the plague commenced to invlate the 


claim on public support, but the Canton 
‘Phil,’ is-bettor known than that. The 
following letter came to hand yesterda:

Tt 
in generally admitted tha plague has been 
known for years in thé South of China, 
but not heard of in Hongkong, or even in 
Canton..

I came 
with unusnal speed as L wished: to arrive in 
Dinw- t-fae Panna and hpeqnaa Thad boon 
warned by the experienced. ‘Pitector of tha 
China Inland Mission in Shanghai that the 
16th of January was absolutely the latest 
date upon which I could hope to leave 
Shanghai with any prospeot of reaching 
Tengyueh before the rains, From Shanghai 
to Bhamo my journey avcupicd exactly 10) 
days, the overland seotion from Chengking, 
adistance of 1,600 miles, baing cayered at 
an average speed of nearly 25 miles a day, 
jnoluding oll stoppages, 1 left Shanghai on 
the Lith of February and Hankow on the 
18th of Febroary, I started from Iehaug 
{o go up the repida in 2 emall boat, a wupan, 
with a crew of five smart young Chinese 
selected and engaged’ for’ me by Dr. ‘Al- 
dridge of tho Customs, Boatmen I have 
sean iv many parts of «he world, but never 
any to compare with these five Chinamen 
kL for covluess, courage qnd enduring energy. 
Through the tow-rope fouling we bad to bo 
cost adrift in the worst rapid of all, the 
Heintan, but this was the only accident and 
no damage waa doue, although sitting as I 
was cooped up-in the well under an impro- 
vised mat ovvering-stretched between the 
thwarte I wan soared past all belief. We 
stayed more than helt’a day at Wanhsien 
aud arrived in Chang-king in the: remark- 
able time of 144 days from Ichang, the 
fostest, journey ever yeb made up the 
Yangtee rapide. My men bad contracted 
fodo the journey in 15daya for $26, this 
including all charges.
